Robbery 
suspect 
arraigned

AGAWAM - The Connecticut man 
charged in connection with the 
NewAlliance Bank robbery in Feeding 
Hills last month was arraigned last week 
in Westfield District Court on a warrant 
for the crime. 

Gerund A. Mickens, 35, of 8 Greenbriar 
Drive, Bloomfield, Conn., was identified 
by Agawam police and charged with the 
robbery of the bank located at 5 North 
Westfield St. in December. 

A spokesperson for Agawam Police 
Department said the investigation is ongo- 
ing. Lt. Richard Light said Mickens is the 
person police believe fit the description of 
the suspect in the surveillance footage 
shown at the bank. 

Mickens was charged with one count of 
unarmed robbery of a bank. At his arraign- 
ment Jan. 18, he was ordered to be held on 
$50,000 cash bail and was sent back to the 
Hampden County Correction Facility in 
Ludlow, where he will be held until he 
posts bail or his Feb. 17 pre-trial confer- 
ence is held in Westfield. 

Mickens was previously held by West 
Springfield police on traffic charges in that 
community and Springfield. 

In addition, two other bank robbery 
suspects were taken into custody by 
Springfield Police. On Dec. 30, 
Springfield Police arrested two men in 
connection with the serial robberies; the 
same day a Citizens Bank in Ludlow 
and a TD Bank in Springfield had also 
been robbed. Jesus Ashanti, 34, and 
Yannick J. Faris, 26, of Hartford were 
identified as the individuals taken into 
custody. Light said the investigation is 
ongoing, but the two men are currently 
not suspects in their case. 

Police in several towns began investi- 
gating Mickens when he was arrested in 
West Springfield two weeks ago, to see if 
he has a connection in what is now being 
described as “serial robberies.” 

The other incidents occurred in 
Springfield, Holyoke, South Hadley, 
Northampton, and two in Chicopee. The 
string of robberies began Dec. 6 in 
Chicopee and ended Dec. 22 in

Former vets council members 


asked to serve after leave

AGAWAM - Less than one 
year after they were denied reap- 
pointment to Agawam Veterans 
Council for allegedly failing to 
submit letters of interest for the 
positions, two local veterans 
expressed surprise last week when 
Mayor Richard Cohen solicited 
their interest in being appointed 
this year. 

Frank Mazzei and Christopher 
Sanchez were longtime members 
of the veterans council when their 
terms expired last year and they 


were not reappointed to the posi- 
tions. Following their departures 
from the veterans council, Cohen 
recommended the city council 
appoint Todd Crevier and Rielly 
Longtin to fill the vacancies, but 
the city council rejected those 
names after some members of the 
veterans council voiced concerns 
that they mayor had not consulted 
with them on the appointees. They 
felt the individuals in question had 
not “earned” their way to be vot- 
ing members of the veterans coun- 
cil by first serving as volunteers. 
“The town council as a whole 
went with the favor of the people 


and no one ended up being 
appointed,” Mazzei said last week 
after receiving a letter from Cohen 
regarding the vacancies. 

Mazzei said he would seek the 
reappointment as a way to give 
back to his community. 

Likewise, Sanchez said he was 
surprised by the consideration, but 
that he is still interested in serving 
on the council. 

“T was pleasantly surprised and 
if confirmed by the city council, I 
look forward to once again serv- 
ing the veterans of the town and

Hearing to be scheduled for WMECO 

The city council is set to hear a petition 
from the Western Massachusetts Electric 
Company to install new electrical trans- 
mission and distribution lines. The public 
hearing is on the agenda for the next City 
Council meeting scheduled for Feb. 7 at 
the Roberta G. Doering School. The meet- 
ing begins at 7 p.m. 

The hearing will establish several loca- 
tions where WMECO is seeking to make 
major upgrades to their power lines.

Oak Ridge Street, Barry Street, Pine Street 
along Route 187, South Westfield Street, 
Shoemaker Lane, Moylan Street, Silver 
Street, Tennis Road, Mill Street, Cooper 
Street, Lancaster Drive, Rowley Street, 
Agawam Shopping Court, Springfield 
Street on Route 147, Maple Street, High 
Street, and Columbus Street. 

The planned power line replacements 
are for lines that are located above ground. 
The petition does not propose any further 
imposition on residential property. 

Anyone from the public wishing to be 
heard on the matter is encouraged to attend 
the meeting.

four residents to the Agawam Energy 
Commission, a group that has been work- 
ing diligently to provide the town with 
green options to help save energy in town. 

Cohen wishes to reappoint Jay Berger, 
Todd Bard, Joel Cummings and Howard 
Safford. The term is for just under three 
years and would expire on Nov. 30, 2014 
according to City Council agenda for the 
Jan. 18 meeting. 

“These are all individuals that have been 
serving on the commission for a couple of 
years and are interested in continuing to be 
on this board,” said Cohen.

They have all done a 
great job.” 

During the past year, Agawam has 
worked to implement green energy 
options. For example, it has purchased 
hybrid vehicles for the Department of 
Public Works and the Fire Department. 
Cohen said there are more green initiatives 
to come this year. 


Others being considered

Cohen is also seeking two individual 
appointments. The first is for Mario Tedeschi 
of the Agawam Municipal Golf Commission 
for a two-year term expiring Dec. 31, 2012. 
The other members of that board, Dean 
Godek, Gary Shannon, and Anthony Pioggia 
Ill, were reappointed last year. 

Also scheduled for reappointment is 
Joseph Fitzpatrick, to the Housing 
Authority. His term would expire on Jan. 
1, 2014. 


Budget not plowed through yet

AGAWAM - Though the town has seen 
its fair share of snow so far this season, 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen said last week he 
was proud that less than half of the winter 
budget for snow and ice removal has been 
expended so far. 

According to a Jan. 18 memo sent to 
Cohen from Department of Public Works 
Superintendent Anthony M. Sylvia, the 
total winter budget is $465,000, which 
includes DPW staff, hired plow vendors 
and salt. Following the Jan. 12 snowstorm 
that dumped roughly 20 inches of snow, 
the town had spent a total of $169,800, or 
37.2 percent of the total budget for 
cleanup. 

“We’re not yet in a deficit, not like other 
communities,’ Cohen said last week. 

According to Cohen, many communities 
in the Commonwealth underestimate snow 
removal costs because deficit spending is 
allowed by law. However, in preparing the 
snow removal budget for Agawam, Cohen 
said he took a five-year average and used 
that figure in order to allow for cleanup 
without deficit spending if possible. 

“T don’t want to make the budget smaller 


than we expect to spend,” he said. “We try 
to make an actual budget. That is why we 
don’t deficit spend.” 

In his Jan. 18 memo, Sylvia said the 
overall budget is “acceptable” given that it 
is mid-January and he has a remaining 
budget of 63 percent. 

Following the Jan. 12 storm, Cohen said 
he read a media survey that indicated 
Agawam was at number one on a list of 
best cleared streets, a compliment to the 
DPW, emergency manager and hired 
crews. 

“I’m proud of them,” Cohen said. “I 
have a lot of pride in the job our employ- 
ees did.” 

Part of that comes from the communica- 
tion that occurs before a storm even hits, he 
said. If they are given advance warning of a 
storm, Cohen, Sylvia and Emergency 
Management Director Chet Nicora will take 
preventative measures including treating the 
roads with a salt mixture designed to melt 
snow, which makes plowing easier. During 
the storm, the three remain in constant con- 
tact in order to ensure that the roads are safe. 

“We try to keep the costs down by plan- 
ning ahead and doing things strategically, 
and I think we do that very well,” Cohen 
said.

en people refer other people for 
me to interview, I am assured the 
people referred to me are special or 


exceptional. A friend recommended I inter- 
view Stan and Sheila because she believes 
this couple is both special and exceptional. 

Stan and Sheila are both teachers and own 
and manager an art studio, Thousand Cranes, 
on Springfield Street in Agawam. When I 
went to the art studio to set up a date for the 
interview, I found about 12 to 15 young chil- 
dren there getting an art lesson. 

Though Sheila was interrupted, she very 
politely and graciously accepted my presence 
and spent a couple of minutes responding to 
my request for the interview. Stan, while 
overlooking the children, waited patiently 
while Sheila and I established a date for the 
interview. The date was for Jan. 18, however, 
due to the terrible weather, it was changed to 
Jan. 24. 

I was told that both Stan and Sheila are 
highly educated and both speak several dif- 
ferent languages. I believe in time all of our 
students will be required to learn different 
languages. Back in 1962 I went to night 
school to learn Spanish, but due to business 
pressures, I simply could not keep up, so I 
finally dropped out, with regrets. The follow- 
ing year we moved to California where I 
hired some Spanish-speaking citizens and 
was sorry I had not become proficient with 

the language. 

Q. When and where were you born? 

A. Sheila: I was born in Barton, Ohio on 
Dec. 25, 1961. Stanley: I was born in 
Bignona, Senegal, Africa on May 7, 1967. 

Q. What composed your immediate fami- 
ly? 

A. Sheila: My father, Colonel Paul Wolf, 
was in the Air Force for 25 years. My moth- 
er, Lois Barragalougr, now 84, lives in New 
Mexico and is still very active. I had six 
brothers and two sisters. All are still living. 
Stanley: My father has passed on. My moth- 
er, Leontine Badji, lives in Bignona, Africa. I 
have two brothers. Andre lives in Africa and 
Gerard lives in Milwaukee, Wis. 

Q. How would you describe your child- 
hood? 


A. Sheila: I had a happy and typical child- 
hood for a big family. We were well disci- 
plined with my father being in the military. 
We enjoyed traveling. I enjoyed reading and 
learning all I could as a youngster. Stanley: I 
had a happy and healthy childhood. We grew 
up in groups of neighborhood children with 
children our age. It was enjoyable. 

Q. What was your schooling? 

A. Sheila: I went to schools in Northboro, 
Mass. and graduated from Northboro High 
School in 1979. Then I went to Westfield 
State College but left to go to Moscow, 
Russia for a year to be nanny for my brother, 
who was an Air Force attaché diplomat. I 
went back to Westfield for three years and 
graduated with a degree in teaching.

I got my elementary and high school educa- 
tion in Bignona, Africa and graduated from 
high school in 1984. Then I went to college 
in Mbour and received a degree there. I also 
went to the university in Dakar and studied 
science, getting a degree in science. I then 
got a master’s degree in education at AIC in 
Springfield in 2009. 

Q. What has been your working back- 
ground? 

A. Sheila: I was a bilingual teacher at West 
Springfield High School from 1989-1990. I 
also taught math as well as English and 
Russian. I also was a bilingual teacher in 
Agawam for two years. I have been teaching 
freelance art in Springfield for three years. 
With my husband, I teach and manage the art 
studio here in town. Stanley: I have been a 
Scout leader. I was the program director at 
the YMCA in Springfield for five years, from 
1991 to 1996. I taught at the Robert Hughes 
School in Springfield from 1998 to 2004 and 
have been teaching at the 
New Leadership School in 
Springfield since 2007. 
Sheila and I have been man- 
aging the art studio here in 
Agawam since 2003. 

Q. Your religion is? 

A. We are Catholic and 
belong to the St. Michael’s 
Church in Springfield. 

Q. What do you consider 
to be your accomplishments?

Q. What thoughts do you have about your 
future? 

A. Both agreed: Stay healthy. Spend more 
time with the elderly so you can learn more. 

Though the temperature outside was 8 
degrees, the time spent with Sheila and 
Stanley inside brought warmth and much 
pleasantness to this old man doing his job, 
interviewing special and exceptional people. 

The average interview takes about one 
hour, but I spent over an hour-and-a-half with 
this interesting couple and that time went 
entirely too fast. 

If you have a youngster taking lessons 
from Sheila and Stanley, you already know 
they are exceptional people. Whether or not 
you are interested in art or foreign languages, 
you would enjoy meeting them. 

Our middle son, Randy, was a very talent- 
ed artist and had his own art studio in 
Manhattan, New York. Tragically, he passed 
away at age 41 and we pray he is now paint- 
ing more beautiful pictures in Heaven. Sheila 
made a statement regarding art being a spe- 
cial quality, dimension of a full life. I can’t 
draw a straight line, but I admire and respect 
those who have that special talent. 

The outstanding characteristic about this 
couple is the sincere interest they put in help- 
ing others. They teach art, languages, math 
and science. There wasn’t a sign of self-inter- 
est or self-motivation. 

The words special and exceptional pretty 
accurately describe both Sheila and Stanley.

was bombarded as soon as I returned. 
Many of my church folk were ill. I went 
to two hospitals (one of them twice) and a 


[= got back from a week away and 
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nursing home, and also visited with a fami- 
ly going through hospice. A friend asked 
me whether I find it depressing to visit so 
many of the sick. 

The answer is “no.” I am not happy that 
people are sick. But so often, people who 
are sick in body impress me deeply with 
their soundness of mind and strength of 
spirit. 

I know people whose ailments take them 
on a regular roller coaster ride; and yet 
they celebrate every upswing, even when 
the dips have become chronic. I know peo- 
ple who go through their hospitalizations 
as Arizona Rep. Gabby Giffords has, mak- 
ing strides every single day - celebrating 
their progress as they go. I know a woman 
who is liable to end up in the hospital after 
every vacation she takes, simply because 
the stress on her body is too great. But she 
won’t give up her precious vacations! Life 


is good, and it will be so for her until the 
day she dies. 

I met a woman once who told me, 
“Getting old is for tough birds.” I think it 
is. Those who deal with sickness and set- 
backs on a regular basis have to tough it 
out. Sickness, old age, and accidents don’t 
give us a choice. Yet how we respond to 
them is entirely our choice. The miracle 
isn’t always a miracle cure. Sometimes the 
miracle might not be to see the lame per- 
son walk, but to see him learn to drive his 
new wheelchair. Sometimes the miracle 
might not be to see the nursing home 
patient return to her house, but to see her 
adjust to the nursing home and make 
friends. Sometimes the miracle might not 
be saving the terminal patient from dying, 
but watching him walk with grace all the 
way to the gates of death-keeping him 
company as far as we can go. 
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Jesus never told us that we wouldn’t suf- 
fer pain or loss. He did say that he would 
be with us. And that favorite psalm, the 
23rd, tells us that God will be with us even 
when we walk through the valley of the 
shadow of death, the land of our fears. Yes, 
even there, God’s hand will guide us, and 
God himself accompany us. 

I don’t wish to be as sick as some of the 
people I have come to know. But I do wish, 
and I pray, that on the day I need it I will 
receive strength and grace like theirs. And 
I pray that I will honor life as much as they 
have done, committing to enjoy my days, 
even the days that bring pain, and celebrate 
my gains, even when they come in the 
midst of losses. 

Whatever we suffer (or whatever loss we 
fear), may we know that God is with us; 
and ask God to renew our faith, our 
strength, and even our joy.

Applicant 
withdraws cell 
tower proposal

AGAWAM - The Agawam Methodist Church on Mill 
Street and the Florida Towers, LLC last week withdrew 
an application to have part of the church property added 
to the town’s Wireless Telecommunications Overlay 
District. 

Planning and Community Development Director 
Deborah Dachos said the application was withdrawn Jan. 
19, and several town departments never received an 
opportunity to weigh in on the subject. 

But a meeting with some town department heads yield- 
ed a challenge in the application, saying the location pro- 
posed was too close to various structures and did not con- 
form to zoning bylaws. 

“The bylaws state a cell tower cannot be within 260 
feet or 1 1/2 times the height of the structure of a park, 
playground, or other structures,” said Dachos. “The bylaw 
also stipulates how close it can be to property lines.” 

Cellular towers in residential areas have often been the 
subjects of controversy because they take away from the 
aesthetics of the area. The church property is across the 
street from Agawam High School and many residences in 
the area. 

Dachos said there are places on the church property 
that could work and the applicants will be looking at 
those options in the coming weeks. 

“They may come back and reapply,” said Dachos. 

The public hearing scheduled for last Thursday night 
before the Planning Board did not take place and a Feb. 
22 public hearing before the City Council has also been 
cancelled with the applicant’s withdrawal. 

The petition that was slated to go before the board 
included a request to amend the town code so a wireless 
communications tower could be constructed. 

The church has a property that contains a split zone 
with two-thirds in the rear zoned Business B. The front of 
the property is in a residential zone. 

The newest cellular tower would have had AT&T as the 
“anchor” or primary tenant. 

The withdrawal of the application comes as a minor 
blow to the Agawam Fire Department, which was over- 
whelmingly in support of the tower. The tower would 
have met a long-time need of the department. 

In a letter of support for the cell tower, Fire Chief 
Stephen Martin stated the department’s desire to make 
major improvements to their communications systems, 
including the need to create redundancy and cross-com- 
munications with the police department. 

“Unfortunately, cost constraints have restricted us from 
implementing such a system,” Martin wrote. 

Another letter was written in support by Michele 
Briggs, Real Estate and Construction Manager of New 
Cingular Wireless, the parent company of AT&T. She 
indicated her support for the new tower and said AT&T is 
seeking to expand coverage in Massachusetts. 

“Based on AT&T’s existing significant gaps in cover- 
age in this area of Agawam, AT&T strongly supports this 
petition,” said Briggs. 

Dachos said the Agawam Police Department’s safety 
officer had also weighed in the application. 

“Their letter stated the tower would not pose any issue 
with public safety or cause traffic issues,” said Dachos.

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Reorganization 
committee forms, meets

AGAWAM - The City Council is taking a 
proactive approach to Fiscal Year 2012 and 
future budgets as the economy continues to 
adversely affect town funds. 

Led by Councilor Dennis Perry, a five- 
member reorganization sub-committee was 
formed and met Monday night to lay out 
plans for a possible reorganization of town 
departments in an effort to streamline services 
to townspeople and save taxpayer money. 

Council President Donald Rheault, Vice 
President Robert Rossi and members Joseph 
Mineo and Gina Letellier were also part of 
the group. Rheault named Perry chairman of 
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Peering through the lens of fiscal responsibility 


the subcommittee because Perry was the 
mastermind behind the concept. 

“I started asking questions last August,” 
Perry said. “I think the council needs to take 
a more active role in the budget process and 
look at ways we can save money. We work 
for the taxpayers.” 

The Town Charter, Article 6, Section 1, 
allows town departments and agencies to be 
reorganized by a majority vote of the City 
Council through the creation of an ordinance. 
Section 2 gives that same power to the 
mayor, but stipulates the approval of the 
council. 

Rossi said the group will be looking at all 
town departments, the positions within the 
departments, and the salaries of each posi- 
tion. 

“We are going to see if there may be a situ- 
ation where we could consolidate a depart- 
ment and cross-train employees in certain 
areas,” said Rossi. “We’re going to look at 


each thing and see much it is costing us.” 

Perry suggested the budget also be looked 
at closely. 

“We need to look at each line item and see 
what we are getting for it,” said Perry. 

Perry is in his 16th year as a city councilor 
and says the budget has increased each year 
since he became a councilor. He approached 
the city solicitor and requested information 
about what Massachusetts General Law their 
ability to reorganize fit under, what town 
departments and agencies were eligible to be 
reorganized, and what steps the City Council 
must go through to enact a change. 

It took more than two months for Perry to 
receive a response, and he shared the infor- 
mation with the sub-committee: all town 
departments are eligible and the ordinance 
process is the protocol the City Council must 
go through to make changes. 

Councilors agreed they must seek an attor- 
ney to consult with regarding potential issues 
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with union employees. Letellier, who prac- 
tices law, will seek out an attorney to consult 
with. 

Through advice from the attorney, the sub- 
committee will also consider looking at reor- 
ganization of the school department, and may 
add members of the School Committee to 
their group. 

Perry said it is time for the council to take 
an active role in controlling costs and reduce 
the town’s annual operating budget. The sub- 
committee agreed to meet at least twice a 
month for the next few months in order to 
work to enact possible changes for the 
upcoming budget. 

The next meeting of the subcommittee will 
be held second week of February. The date 
and time of the meeting was not announced 
at press time. Meetings of the subcommittee 
are public and public input is encouraged at 
the meetings.

AGAWAM .- For decades, the 
Agawam Community Artists have been 
meeting monthly to allow local artists 
the opportunity to mingle and learn 
more about the colorful world of art. 

While the membership has waxed 
and waned over the years, Howard 
Safford, current president of the com- 
munity artists, said the group is on a 
bit of an uprise and is currently hold- 
ing its own. 

“We have around 30 to 35 mem- 
bers,” he said, adding many of those 
members also belong to other art 
groups in the greater Springfield area. 

The Agawam Community Artists 
meet the second Wednesday of the 
month at 6:30 p.m. in the Community 
Room of the Agawam Public Library. 
Meetings are open to the public at no 
charge, and Safford invites anyone curi- 
ous to stop by and see what the group is 
all about. 

Following a short business meeting, 
a demonstrator comes in to discuss 
some media of art: oil, portraits, water- 
color, acrylics, sculpture, and more. 

“We try to get some really talented 
and interesting artists in every month to 
draw folks,” Safford said. ““We have 
refreshments and coffee and there’s dis- 
cussion among the group. There’s a 
good deal of sharing as to expertise, art 
tips, supplies and materials, etc.” 

The artists hang their work at various 
locations throughout the year, including 
the Agawam Public Library and 
Southwick Public Library. 

“Tt’s a collective effort,” said Safford. 

This month, painter and sculptor 
Gregg Stone was the guest artist. He 
did an oil portrait demonstration for the 
group and answered questions from the 
crowd gathered. Stone, who sculpts and 
paints at his Holyoke Canal Gallery 
Space, has recently been working on a 
7-foot bronzed sculpture of Harris 
Hawks, which stand on top of one 
another when hunting prey. 

“He’s very well known and extreme- 
ly talented,” said Safford. “He did the 
demo for us and told us about his tech- 
niques, his materials and so forth. It 
was a very interesting and intimate 
meeting that we had in the small room 
because the big room wasn’t available.”

Community Artists is slated for Feb. 9

Pets that are 
mostly indoors need time to adapt to cold 
temperatures by building up a thicker coat 
and toughening their footpads for ice and 
snow. Short-coated dogs may feel more

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Children’s author teaches Phelps 
students how to write a book

AGAWAM — Children’s author Norah 
Dooley visited grade 4 students at the 
Phelps School recently to explain how she 
comes up with ideas and goes about the 
process of writing her books. She 
explained to students that people learn in 
different ways and there are different tech- 
niques that can be used to write something. 

Ironically, the author of Everybody 
Cooks Rice, Everybody Bakes Bread, 
Everybody Serves Soup, and Everybody 
Brings Noodles, Dooley herself was actu- 
ally not a student who enjoyed writing, she 
explained to Tracy Pass’s class. 

“T never liked to write. If I had a writing 
assignment I would put it off and then 
complain to my mother about it and then 
whine and cry—and then finally write it,” 
said Dooley. 

Subsequently, becoming an author was 
not on her short list of career choices until 
she was grown and a mother. 

“IT started writing because my kids 
wouldn’t go to sleep at night,” she said. “It 
began because I would tell them stories at 
bedtime and when I'd end the story and tell 
them to go to sleep, they’d begin asking 
me questions. 

“One night after I had read and read to 
them and they still wouldn’t go to sleep, I 
told them the story about a block party 
we’d had in our neighborhood where 
everybody had brought some sort of rice 
dish. My daughter began asking questions

and from that, Everybody Cooks Rice 
began to take shape.

“Everyone will see things, but you need 
to notice them—the area around what 
you’re seeing, the sounds, sights and 
smells. Your imagination works so quickly, 
but writing goes so slowly. So, you need to 
stop and take in everything about the scene 
and put that in your memory,” said Dooley. 

The next thing she told students to do 
was ask questions. She told them there was 
no reason to be embarrassed to ask a ques- 
tion because “no question is dumb” and 
questions “show that you’re curious.” 

“Ask yourself, ‘What would I see? 
Hear? Smell? Feel?’ Use all five of your 
senses to describe what you’re telling 
you’re story about. If you ask and answer 
the who, what, where, and when, then your 
story will answer the why,” said Dooley. 

The final step, Dooley told students, was 
to tell the story. She listed several tools 
they could use to do that, including brain- 
storming, free-writing, drawing the story, 
webs and graphic organizers. 

After concluding her lecture, Dooley had 
students choose an experience to write 
about. They were asked to close their eyes 
imagine the experience and what they were 
seeing, hearing, feeling, smelling and even 
tasting. Once they had committed all of 
those things into their memory, she had 
them pair up and do a short writing exer- 
cise. 

Dooley spent two days visiting all four 
of the Phelps School grade 4 classrooms. 
Her visit was made possible by a contribu- 
tion by the Agawam Cultural Council.

AGAWAM - Unlike years past, mid- 
term exams will not be held at the end of 
this month at Agawam High School. 
Meetings between high school teachers and 
the district resulted in the decision not to 
hold mid-term exams due to the lost 
instructional time the early dismissal on 
these test days causes as well as the lack of 
standardized assessment on the exams 
themselves. 

Traditionally, mid-term and final exams 
are held at the conclusion of each semester 
(after two terms) in January and June, and 
exams run for a three-day period during 
which students are given the second half of 
the school day off. The result is a loss of 
three half-days in the winter and three half-

ground and covered with cedar shav- 
ings or straw. The entrance of the dog- 
house should be turned to face away 
from prevailing winds, and the entrance 
should be covered with a flap of heavy 
waterproof fabric or heavy plastic. 

¢ Pets who spend a greater amount of 
time outdoors in the winter need more 
food. Maintaining warmth depletes 
energy. Routinely check your pet’s 
water dish to ensure the water is fresh 
and not frozen. To prevent your pet’s 
tongue from freezing to its feeding or 
drinking bowl, plastic, rather than metal 
food and water bowls are preferred. 

¢ Never leave a pet locked inside a 
car during extremely cold weather. Cars 
can actually act like a refrigerator, hold- 
ing in cold air, putting your pet at risk. 

¢ Be leery of frozen bodies of water. 
Always keep your pets on a leash when 
walking them near suspected frozen 
bodies of water. The ice may not be 
sturdy enough to support your pet. Ifa 


pet falls through the ice, do not attempt 
to rescue your pet yourself; call 9-1-1 
or go for help. 

¢ Antifreeze and de-icing chemicals 
can be hazardous. Many types of 
antifreeze have a sweet taste that can 
attract animals. Always store antifreeze 
out of reach and clean up spills. 
Antifreeze made with propylene glycol 
can actually be swallowed in small 
amounts and not injure pets, wildlife or 
humans. 

¢ Warm automobile engines are dan- 
gerous for cats and small wildlife. 
Parked vehicles can attract small ani- 
mals, which may crawl under the hood 
seeking warmth. To avoid injuring hid- 
ing animals, bang on your car’s hood to 
scare them off before starting your 
engine.

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Betting on Boston: Locals await casino decision

ile many people in the area are 
looking to Beacon Hill in Boston 
to see what action, if any, legisla- 


tors plan to take with respect to legalizing 
casino gaming, the truth is that many in the 
Legislature are looking at each other, trying 
to determine the answer to that very question, 
said state Rep. Todd Smola (R-Palmer). 

Much depends on the ability of Gov. Deval 
Patrick and House Speaker Robert DeLeo to 
agree on the format such a bill would take, 
including whether slot machines at racetracks 
would be included, which they were unable to 
do by the close of official business last sum- 
mer, though both ultimately proposed three 
resort casinos. Any bills related to gaming 
filed by individual legislators intended for a 
public hearing in the next few months are due 
Friday, Jan. 21, though Smola noted the gov- 
ernor and legislative leaders could file addi- 
tional bills later than that deadline. 

And with 40 to 50 new legislators sworn in 
after election last November, the general will 
of the state House of Representatives and 
Senate remains to be determined. 

That said, he noted that at least one bill had 
already been filed, that of state Sen. Jennifer 
Flanagan (D-Leominster) that allowed for 
three casinos in three distinct regions in 
Massachusetts (including the western region 
of the state), as well as establishing a special 
gaming-related State Police unit in the attor- 
ney general’s office; a three-member gaming 
control board to draft regulations and review 
license applications; and a 25 percent tax on 
gambling revenues with 30 percent slated for 
state debt reduction, 30 percent for economic 
development, 30 percent aimed at protecting 
the state lottery and the remaining 10 percent 
for community mitigation. 

However, a flurry of additional bills could 
be filed this week, said Smola. A public hear- 
ing, including state Sen. Stephen Brewer (D- 
Barre), state Rep. Anne Gobi (D-Spencer) and 
himself as panelists on the subject of casino- 
related legislation is planned for Thursday, 
Jan. 27 at Quaboag Regional High School in 


Warren at 7 p.m. The forum will also feature 
the results of a report of potential impacts on 
casino gaming prepared by the Central Mass. 
Regional Planning Commission (CMRPC). 

“Jan. 27 is still very early in the process. 
One thing I want to caution people about is 
that they can’t assume that the bill that died 
last summer will simply be revived,” he said. 
“There was a 25 percent turnover in the 
Legislature and I imagine those new faces 
will want to do their own research before 
deciding where they stand.” 

And that may - or may not - be welcome 
news to those with an interest locally, most 
notably the Mohegan Tribal Gaming 
Authority, which has eyed over 150 acres off 
the Mass Pike on Thorndike Street in Palmer 
leased from Northeast Realty for the purpose 
of constructing a destination casino, hotel, 
events center, restaurants and shops. Paul 
Brody, vice development for development at 
the Mohegan Tribal Gaming Authority, said 
that still remains the design plan they are 
working on, pending any Boston decision. 

“Our consultants are still active in Boston 
and we’ll maintain a presence there and at our 
storefront in downtown Palmer,” he said. 
“We’re appreciative of the support we have 
received from the community and we’re mov- 
ing forward with the belief that Palmer is an 
excellent possibility for gaming.” 

Other proposed potential sites for casinos 
in the region include parcels in Warren, 
Charlton and Holyoke, though they have not 
necessarily attracted the attention of a singular 
entity as has been the case in Palmer. 

That would seem to be encouraging for the 
likes of Robert Young, spokesman for the 
Palmer Businesses for a Palmer Casino, 
which last week scheduled a pro-casino rally 
at the Steaming Tender Restaurant in Palmer 
in conjunction with the Pioneer Valley 
Building Trades Council. The opposing group 
Quaboag Valley Against Casinos had planned 
to hold anti-casino signs at the end of the 
driveway to the establishment at that time, but 
the rally was ultimately cancelled due to the 
heavy snow that hit the region. 

Nevertheless, Young said he remains 
hopeful. 
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“What we’re trying to do is bring union 
and community members together now to 
update them on the situation,” he said. “We 
are frustrated with the lack of representation 
we’ve received from our delegation [several 
local legislators, including Smola and Brewer 
voted against last year’s bill], because this is 
something we need to have for economic 
development to add to the tax base. 

“We're happy to hear they’re starting to 
look at this again.” 

That sentiment may or not be shared by 
members of the Western Massachusetts 
Casino Task Force, comprised of various 
town officials in the region, who have repeat- 
edly sent letters to legislators, with assistance 
from the Pioneer Valley Planning 
Commission, asking them to consider an 
independent cost-benefit analysis as well as 
effective mitigation on infrastructure, the 
environment and schools, among other issues. 
Monson Selectman Edward Harrison, the 
chairman of the task force, noted the group 
hadn’t met since October, when it was deter- 
mined legislation related to casinos was effec- 
tively dead until the current session. 

“We might very well send out another let- 
ter, because memories tend to be short when it 
comes to mail crossing a legislator’s desk,” he 
said. “There’s been a lot of press about the 
financial problems casinos are having nation- 
wide, which would reinforce the argument of 
an independent study, but I can’t see legisla- 
tors wanting to hold this up if the governor or 
speaker gives in.” 

And members of the group United to Stop 
Slots in Massachusetts - until recently led and 
co-founded by former Monson Selectman 
Kathleen Norbut - have made repeated refer- 
ence to the “highly speculative” label given to 
the Mohegan Tribal Gaming Authority by 
Moody’s Investors Service last fall, on 
account of an uncertain debt status as it per- 
tains to capital improvements at its flagship 
facility adjacent to Uncasville, Conn. 

“T think the last thing taxpayers are in the 
mood for is another bailout,” said Norbut. 
“We again call upon our elected officials to 
perform a cost analysis. We really don’t know 
what the Legislature is going to do at this 


point, so we’re where we have always been: 
speculation, rumors and false data.” 

Brody said that while he could not directly 
respond to financial questions, as it was not 
his area of expertise, Mohegan Sun remains a 
financially viable entity. ““We fully expect the 
Palmer development to receive project financ- 
ing,” he said. “The gaming industry has taken 
a hit much like other amusements like theme 
parks, but we are confident the economy is 
recovering.” 

Palmer Town Councilor Eric Duda, elected 
president of the council by his fellow mem- 
bers last week, said he thought it was impor- 
tant for councilors to remain somewhat 
impartial. He said he disagreed with the letter- 
writing campaign to legislators in support of a 
casino signed by several Palmer councilors 
claiming they were speaking as individuals in 
the fall of 2009. 

“We don’t really speak as individuals when 
we’re public officials,” he said. “I think the 
Citizens Casino Impact Study Committee did 
good work as far as interviewing people for 
feedback, but if this goes anywhere, we’re 
going to need professional guidance.” 

The Citizens Casino Impact Study 
Committee’s report - filed with the council in 
the spring of 2009 - outlined a variety of con- 
cerns ranging from the need to expand the 
water system and police department to the 
potential stress on housing and the local pub- 
lic schools. One key recommendation was the 
hiring of a professional negotiator to work 
with officials from a casino entity interested 
in moving to Palmer. 

But Smola again stressed the need to not 
get ahead of matters before they happen. He 
said that legislators are dealing with a struc- 
tural deficit of around $2 billion, which would 
not be helped by one-time licensing fees. 
Other matters, such as health care cost con- 
tainment and pension reform, were also likely 
to take up the Legislature’s time in the com- 
ing months. 

“T think if the governor and the speaker come 
to an agreement, we will start to see it move,” 
he said. “But this has come up again and again 
for more than 10 years. This casino thing sucks 
the life out of everything else we do.”

AGAWAM - Whenever East meets West 
in Massachusetts sports, you can always 
bet it will be an uphill battle for the 
Western Mass. teams.

SPRINGFIELD — It was and up and 
down week for the Springfield Falcons 
hockey team as they managed four out of a 
possible eight points as they continue their 
push to try and make the playoffs. 

The four-game stretch wrapped up with a 
4-2 win over Bridgeport at home on 
Sunday, Jan. 23. 

The Falcons (20-21-1-3, 44 points) used a 
pair of goals from Dane Byers and a three- 
assist afternoon from Kyle Wilson in beat- 
ing the Bridgeport Sound Tigers. 

The Sound Tigers opened the scoring at 
3:36 of the first period when Rob Hisey 
converted on the power play, but the 
Falcons rebounded nicely after Hisey's goal. 

David Savard would tie the score at 1-1 
with a power play goal for the Falcons 
assisted by Brent Regner and Wilson at 7:53 
of the opening frame. 

The Falcons continued to have momen- 
tum on their side into the second period as 
Tom Sestito converted just 55 seconds into 
the middle frame giving Springfield a 2-1 
advantage. Later in the second period, 
Byers and Wilson combined for a short- 
handed marker when Wilson feathered a 
perfect pass to Byers who slid a shot past 


Bridgeport goaltender Joel Martin. 

In the third period, Bridgeport came out 
strong and held a 10-0 shots advantage mid- 
way through the stanza. At 17:37, 
Bridgeport inched to within a single goal 
when Justin DiBenedetto scored his sixth 
goal of the year, but Byers added his second 
goal of the game in the game's final minute 
to secure the victory for the Falcons. 

The Falcons fell to Connecticut, 5-1, at 
home on Saturday, Jan. 22. 

The Falcons played host to their second 
largest crowd of the year on Saturday at 6, 
232, but the Whale did everything in their 
power to take the home crowd out of the 
game. Evgeny Grachev scored a pair of 
goals just 29 seconds apart late in the first 
period giving Connecticut a two goal lead 
after 20 minutes of play. 

In the second period, Devin DiDiomete 
gave the Whale a 3-0 lead when he scored 
his first goal of the night at 10:48. The 
Falcons shortly would answer back as Kyle 
Wilson scored his first goal of the year in 
his Springfield debut cutting the Falcons’ 
deficit to 3-1 after two periods. 

In the third period, Connecticut added 
some insurance, including Grachev scoring 
his third goal of the game ending the scor- 
ing for the Whale. 

Springfield goalie Gustaf Wesslau 


stopped 18 shots. 

The Falcons also came from behind to 
beat the Charlotte Checkers, 6-5, on the 
road on Friday, Jan. 21. 

The Falcons used three-point nights from 
four different players, including two goals 
each from Tomas Kubalik and Chris 
D'Alvise. 

In the second period, the Falcons scored 
five goals in a period for the second time 
against Charlotte this month regaining 
momentum in the contest. D’Alvise cut the 
Falcons deficit to 2-1 just 1:01 into the mid- 
dle period, followed by Maksim Mayorov 
converting on the power play at 3:32 
evening the score at 2-2. The Falcons took 
their first lead of the night at 5:21 of the 
middle frame when Kubalik scored his 13th 
goal of the year. 

Momentum would swing back in 
Charlotte's favor at 6:18 of the second peri- 
od when Jacob Micflikier scored his 18th 
marker on the campaign, followed by Oskar 
Osala finding the back of the net at 8:51 of 
the middle frame and just like that, it was 
Charlotte back in front 4-3. 

The Falcons came right back and tied the 
score at 4-4 when Ben Guite fresh out of the 
penalty box ended up on a breakaway and 
snapped a wrist shot five-hole on Mike 
Murphy for his seventh goal of the year. 


D'Alvise added his second goal of the peri- 
od at 18:56 giving Springfield a 5-4 lead 
through 40 minutes. 

What a wild period it was, the Falcons 
started two goals down to battle back and 
take a one-goal lead. Charlotte came back 
to take a one-goal lead before the Falcons 
ended the frame in the lead. 

Kubalik added his second goal of the 
night at 15:33 of the third period giving the 
Falcons some insurance, and they would 
need it as Osala added his second goal of 
the night late in regulation, but the Falcons 
picked up a well deserved two points. 

Springfield goalie Favid LeNeveu 
stopped 39 shots. 

The week started with a 3-1 loss at 
Charlotte on Wednesday, Jan. 19. 

Kubalik had the lone goal for Springfield. 

Wesslau made 40 saves. 

The Falcons enter the week in sixth 
place, trailing fourth-place Worcester by 
four points with a game in hand. Springfield 
was scheduled to face Hershey on 
Wednesday before heading to Norfolk for a 
two-game weekend series.

Library to host 
antique cards exhibit 


The Agawam Public Library will host an exhibit of 
antique Valentine cards and get well cards from the late 
1930s and early 1940s in the Johnson Memorial Case and 
the double glass cases on the main level for the month of 
February. 

The collection of Valentine cards was given to Susan 
Hawkes’ mother in the late 1970s by an elderly neighbor. 
The exact date as to when these cards were made is not 
known, but it is believed they may be from 1940. 

The get well cards were preserved by Hawkes’ mother 
and handed down to her. Some of the cards were sent to 
her grandmother in 1938 after recovering from the 
removal of her kidney from tuberculosis and others were 
sent to her aunt in 1943 as she was recovering from hav- 
ing her appendix removed. (They both survived and lived 
well into their 80s). 

Some of the cards are beautifully detailed and the use 
of color and shading make them look like frameable art- 
work. 

These cards are precious to Hawkes, being preserved 
by her family and passed down to her. They are reminders 
of loving sentiments by friends and family to an ailing 
relative from so long ago. The public is invited to come 
and enjoy the simple beauty of thoughtful cards from 70 
years ago. You will not be disappointed.

Northampton. Two more robberies occurred on Dec. 30, 
but Springfield police say Ashanti and Faris are the main 
suspects in those cases. 

Police allege Mickens, an African-American male, was 
wearing an Irish-driving cap and sunglasses when he 
handed the teller a note, indicating a robbery was taking 
place, Light said.
